Umrah is an Ibadaat, die performance of wlrich is Sunnai 
once in a lilc-timc. More than this is Mustahah and the 
reward is immense. Since Allaah The Lofty has given the 
Muslims abundant wealth and easy means to reach Makkah 
Mua/.zammah , the quantity of men and women coming for 
Umrah has increased However, because they proceed 
without learning the laws and rules of Umrah, numerous 
enors are made whilst performing Umrah, Many enquire 
about the law after making the errors. These errors arc 
generally discussed in this book, 

Allaah Rabb ui [//at put it in my heart dtai a brief booklet 
containing a detailed description of Umrah with die 
necessary laws and rules be written, After halting ail other 
works, this booklet was prepared with the favour of Allaah.. 
May Allaah make diis treatise a beneficial guide for those 
performing Umrah. Those benefiting should make dita for 
this humble writer, Ills patents and teachers.

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VIRTUES OF UMRAH 

Hudhrat Abdullaah bin Mas'ood (Kadhiallaalui-anhu) 
narrates that Rasuluilaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) said:- 
"Perfomi Hajj and Umrah consecutively, for it removes 
improvision and sins like the furnace removes iron iron) 
gold and dirt from silver." (Tinmidhi). 

Rasul ullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) also said that those 
who are present for Hajj and Umrah are those that arc 
present in his court, ( i.e. they arc classified as guests ), 
These people make duaa to Allaah and it is accepted and 
they seek forgiveness and they are forgiven. ( Ibne Maajah 
from Abu Hurairah (Radhiallaahu-anhu) ). 

Hadhrat Abdullaah bin Abbaas (Radhiallaahu-anhu) 
narrates that Rasuluilaah (SallalUtu Alayhi Wasallam) said 
that pcrlbnning Umrah in Ramadhaan is equivalent to Hajj. 
( Bukhari and Muslim ). 


In a narration in Muslim, Nabi (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) 
has said that performing Umrah in Ramadhaan is equivalent 
to performing Hajj with him, ( Mishkat-ul-Masaabeeh ). 

In another narration Rasuluilaah (SAW) said, " Performing 
Umrah in Ramadhan is like performing Hajjj with 
me.(Abu Da wood).

MEEQAT 

Rasuluilaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) has specified 
certain places which one cannot cross without Ihraam on 
entering Makkah Mua/.zamah from any direction. Tliese are 
called Meeqat (singular)--Mawaaqeet (plural). 

Those coming from Madinah Munawwarah should wear 
their Iliraam at Bir-Ali (its old name is Zulhulaifah).It is 
permissible to wear it from Masjid-c-Nabawi. 

For those coming from Shawn (Syria) Jath is the Meeqat. 
This area was prohibited in the time of Rasuluilaah 
(Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam), Now it is not. These days, 
those coming from Syria, generally also wear the Ihraam 
at Bir-Ali. The Meeqat for those coming from Najd and 
Taif is Qain, but these days the name is not known. Those 
coming from Taif wear the Ihraam at Wazi Mahram, There 
is a Masjid constructed here. 

For those coming front Iraq, Rasuluilaah (Sallallhu Alayhi 
Wasallam) specified the Meeqat as Zaath and for those 
coining from Yemen, die Meeqat i$ Yaalamlam. 

Those coming from India, Pakistan, and Bangladesh by 
sea, pass the parallels of Yaalamlam where generally the 
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Ihraam is adorned. To adorn Ihraam tlicrc is teller. If 
passengers from there onwards come by sea and adorn 
Ihraam in Jeddah , then some Ulcmaa state room lor it's 
permissibility But those, who come by air from Bombay 
tuid Karachi, should adorn Ihraam in Bombay or Karachi 
or after one or two hours of their flying time. They should 
not reach Jeddah without their Ihraam, because the 
aeroplane crosses a Meeqat. II' someone crosses a Meeqat 
without lliraam and reaches Makkah, then he lias sinned 
and Damm (penalty) is necessary.

IMPORTANT ASPECTS OP UMRAH 


Tltere are four actions to be catried out for Uintah. 

1) To adom the Ihraam of Umrah from the Meeqat i-e. 
to make intention of Umrah and to recite the 
Talbiyaah. 

2) To reach Makkah Mukarramah and to make Tawaaf. 

3) To make Sa'ee lietween Safaa and Marwah. 

4) To make lTalq or Qasr, ( i.e. to shave or trim the hair 
after Sa'ee ).

FARAA1DH OF UMRAH 

There are two acts from die above which are Fardh:- 

1) To adorn the Umrah Ihraam by making die intention 
for Umrah and reciting the Talbiyaah, 

2) To make Tawaaf, 


WAAJIMAAT OF UMRAH 

Tltere are two tilings which are Waajib for Umrah. 

1) To make Sa'ee lietween Safaa and Marwah. 

2) To shave or to trim the hair after Sa'ee. 

It is MaSNOON to make Ram] and Idhtibaa' in Umrah. 
Unuah is Surma t-e-Muakkidah. It is Sunnat-e-Muakkidah 
lor that person who was destined to reach Makkah 
Mukarramah. to perform Umrah once in his lifetime. 
More than diis is Mustahab.

THE TIME I 'OR IJMRAH 


Hajj can only be performed once a year because the time 
for Hajj has been specified in Shariat . It's validity is from 
die nindi ol Zil Hajj, after Zawaal, to just before 
pre-dawn of the next night. 

Unu'ali, on the other hand, can lie made repeatedly, 
throughout die year. Not much time is spent doing it, and 
many people perform more than one Umrah in one day. 

It is Maktooh-e-Tahrimi to perform Umrah during die 9th 
/10th / lldi /12th and 1 3th of Zil Hajj, 

Umrah can be made at any time besides the Day of Aralaat, 
die Day of Eidul-Adha and the Ayyaaam-e-Taslueek. It is 
Makrooli to |teHonn it on any ol the aloietnentioncd days 
but if one did so, then it will nevertheless lie valid. 
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ABOUT I UK A AM 

When anyone, proceeds to Makkah, it is necessary to adorn 
the ihruain of Hajj or Umrah en route or at tire Meefiat 
which he passes on the way. 

On reaching the Meeqat, clean oneself thoroughly and 
make ghusl. Thereafter wear one cloth as an under covering 
(trouser) and one oft top. Then cover the head with the top 
piece and perform two rakaats with the intention of Thraam, 
provided that it is not the Makrooh time for Salaat. Or else 
adorn die Jbraam witliovtt salaat. To recite the Talhiyaah 
with the intention of Hajj or Umrah b Ihraain. After 
salaat make intention of Umrah. 

If one intends for Umrah only then sav;- 

"Yua Allaah, 1 intend to perform Umrah, You make it easy 
for me and accept it." 

If one intends in any other language besides Arabic then it 
is also proper. Furthermore, if one says nothing by tongue 
and otijy intends with the heart then also intention is made. 


Alter intention, recite die words of the Talhiyaah. The 
Masnoon words of the Talhiyaah are;-

I am present, Oh Allaah, 1 am present, You have no 
partner, 1 am present. Definitely all Praise and Grace arc 
Yours. The entire Universe is Yours, Yon have no partner." 
Ihraam does not begin with die intention only, but one 
enters Thraam on making the intention and reading die 
words of die Talbiyaah, The cloth on die head is to tx; 
removed BEFORE reading the Talhiyaah. Recite the 
Talbiyaah in abundance in a loud voice during the journey. 
Especially on changing positions etc. c.g. in the morning 
and evening, while standing or sitting, entering and exiting, 
at die time of meeting, alter Fajr salaat, at die time of 
departure, on boarding and disembarking, when sleeping 
and upon awakening. 

It is stressed to recite the Talhiyaah during these times. 
Whenever reciting the Talbiyaah, do so diree times. 

Recite Durood Shareef after that. Then recite this duaa:-

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"Yaa Allaah. f ask of You, Your Pleasure and Jannah, 
and through Your Mercy I seek (desire) protection from the 
punishment of the fire." 

RULE ONE: The women should not recite the Talbiyaah 
loudly, She should recite it audibly in such a way that site 
can heat it herself. 

RULE TWO: A famous error is the belief that a woman's 
[lira am is not valid until she wears a special cloth on her 
head. To wear the cloth is not incorrect but to hold a belief 
that the Ihraam is invalid without this doth, is incorrect. Tf 
one ties such a cloth then this should be removed at the 
time of wudhu, so that masah can be made.

THE IHRAAM OK UMRAH 

When any male or female decides to perform Umrah, then 
they should adorn the Ihraam of Umrah before entering tlie 
Meeqat. If One is travelling by plane and is not certain as to 
the exact time when one will pass the Meeqat or one fears 
iliat one may pass Over it without knowing, then it is better 
to wear the Ihraam before boarding the plane. 

The method of entering into Ihraam is to lirst perform 
ghusl, then 10 read two rakaats Salaat of Uiraam. 


If One did not make ghusl and only made wudhu, after 
which one read the two rakaats, then it is also in Order. In 
the event of the non-availability of water, it is also 
permissible to have made Tayarnmum instead of wudhu. 

The male should remove all sewn dothing and wear one 
piece of doth which covers the area from die navel 
downwards. Another piece of doth should be used to cover 
the top of the body. Then he should perform the two rakaats 
Salaat. Only after these two rakaats liave been performed, 
must the head be un-covered. Make the intention of Umrah 
and recite the Talbiyaah. The woman will do the same hut 
they should wear sewn clothing and cover the whole body 
from the beginning, then make tlteir two rakaats and 
thereafter make the Intention for Umrah and then recite the 
Talbiyaah,

THE PROPERTIES OF IHRAAM 

On making the intention for making Hajj Or Umrah, and 
after the Talbiyaah one enters Jhraam. It now becomes 
essential for one to abstain from die prohibitions of Ihraam 
which are> 

1 ) It is prohibited for a women to wear clodiing which is 
NOT sewn and covers the whole body with one piece. 
It is also prohibited to wear a doth which is buttoned 
or attached together in dte same way that it is usually 
sewn. 
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2) To cover the head or face. For a woman only the head 
remains covered. 

3) The use of fragrance. 

4) To remove hair from the body in any way. 

5) Pairing the nails. 

6) Hunting of land animals. 

7) To be lustful or to engage in marital relations.

LAWS OF IHRAAM 

RULE ONE: By making the intention and reading the 
Talbiyaah, Ihraam is adorned. It is Masnoon to make ghnsl 
before the Talbiyaah and to perform the two rakaats salaat. 
If the opportunity for ghusl and salaat was not available 
then the Ihraam will be valid without it. To do so without 
an excuse is Makrooh. 

RULE TWO: The ghusl for Ihraam is masnoon and also for 
cleanliness and neatness. Thus it should be performed by 
women in Haidh or Nifaas and also by children. 

RULE THREE: If a person made wudhu and two rakaats 
salaat but did not make ghusl at the time of Ihraam, then 
this is also permissible. 

RULE FOUR: It is not prohibited to make Tayaamum 
instead of ghusl for Ihraam if water is not available or due 
to some other excuse. The salaat of Ihraam with tayaamum 
is valid on condition that it's performance is in accordance 
with the principles of Shariat at the time that it is 
performed.

RULE FIVE: If a person makes the intention of Hajj or 
Umrah and read the Talbiyaah after a fardh salaat and did 
not perform a separate two rakaats of Ihraam, then tltis is 
also proper. 

RULE SIX: The two rakaats Salaatul-Ihraam is Masnoon 
when salaat lime is not Makrooh. If it is Makrooh time and 
one is crossing die Meccjat. then make the intention of Hajj 
and Umrah and recite die Talbiyaah, without performing 
die two rakaats. 

RULE SEVEN: if one had the opportunity but did not make 
die ghusl, wudlm and salaat due to laziness, anti entered 
J.hraam and made die Talbiyaah intentionally, dien this is 
Makrooh. 

RULE EIGHT: if a person experiences a wet dream while 
in Ihraam, it does not affect the Ihraam. Wash the cloth 
and make ghusl. If die cloth has to lie changed, it, may be 
changed. 

RULE NINE: If one is wounded in Iliraam, dien this also 
does not affect the Ihraam and no penalty is liable. 

RULE TEN: It is permissible to take a vaccine or an 
injection in Ihraam. 

RULE ELEVEN: In Ihraam, die fardh ghusl remains Fardh 
and die Sunnat ghusl remains Similar To take ghusl for 
coolness Is also proper. However one should not remove the 
dirt by scrubbing or using soap. 

RULE TWELVE: It is Makrooh to eomb die, hair of die 
head or beard or to scratch these areas where diere is the 
possibility of the hair coming out. One should scratch so

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gently that the hair does not fall off. 

RULE THIRTEEN: Make khilaal (pass the hands through) 
of the Seat'd in such a manner tliat die hair does nut fall. 
RULE FOURTEEN : li is permissible to look in die minor, 
or to remove a tooth while in lliraam. Miswaak is also 
masnoon as usual. 

RULE FIFTEEN: ll is permissible to kill harmful annuals 
or insects such as a scorpion, bug, flea, mosquito, wasp, 
hornet, red / yellow wasp, etc. 

RULE SIXTEEN: Although it is better to wear white in 
lliraam, other colours are also permissible. 

RULE SEVENTEEN: To cover oneself with a blanket, 
duvet or covering is permissible. It is also permissible to 
wear a double layer of clodiing on die top or die bottom, 
or a blanket on the cloth or two cloths at the lower part of 
die body. 

RULE EIGHTEEN- It is permissible to tie a belt or a purse 
to the bottom layer for securing money etc. 

RULE NINETEEN; There is nothing wrong with replacing 
die lliraam cloth with anodier piece if the one initially worn 
becomes soiled, and was removed for washing, 

RULE TWENTY: It is permissible to wear a watch or 
spectacles in lliraam. 

RULE TWENTY -ONE; It is not permissible for men to 
wear socks, shoos or tools while in Ihraam, Men have to 
wear open sandals. The top (upper) lame lias to to open 
and visible. 


RULE TWENTY TWO; Generally one must ahsiain from 
all sins but even motCSO while in lliraam. 

RULE TWENTY THREE: It is Makrooh to speak tilings 
which encourage the relationship between husband and 
wife. 

RULE TWENTY FOUR; Fighting and quarrelling is 
discouraged at all times. This should be abstained from 
even moreso during lliraam, 

RULE TWENTY FTVE: it is prohibited for a man or a 
woman to hurt a kind animal. This emails a penalty but one 
can slaughter a duck, fowl, goat, camel or cow in lliraam, 
as well as out of Ihraam and one can ear its meat as well,

THE IHRAAM OK WOMEN 

Tlie lliraam of women is die same as die Ihraam of men. 
The making of ghusl, two rakaats salaat, the intention for 
Hajj or Unirali and the reciting of Talbiyaali results in die 
entry into die state ol lliraam. If a woman is in Haidh or 
Nilaas and goes to Makkah or wishes to enter the Haratn 
then she should adorn die Ihraam in the following manner:- 

1) Make intention for Hajj or Umrah. 

2) Recite the Talbiyaah. 

3) and if not Paak(pure) on entry into Makkah, wait until 
purity has tocn attained. 

4) Until purity has toon attained, DO NOT ENTER THE 
MASJID. 

5 ) When she is paak, she should perform ghusl, and then 
make Tawaaf and Sa'ee. 
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RULE ONE: The women in Ihraam should dress in the 
clothes she normally uses, (i.e. sewn clothing covering Her 
head and entire body, The cloth should not touch the face. 
RULE TWO: H Is necessary to observe Purdah from 
suangers, whilst in Ihraam, A famous misconception is diat 
there is no Purdah for Hajj and Umrah. These are die views 
of die ignorant, Not allowing the cloth to touch the face is 
one diing, Allowing die face to be viewed by strangers is 
anodicr, Hadhrat Ayesha (Radlkiallsahu-anha) says dial tliey 
were in Ihraam with Rasulnllaah (Sallallhu Alayhi 
Wasallam). Whenever anyone passed nearby, they would 
place their shawls in front of their laces- 
(Mishkaat-pg 236 from Abu Dawud). 

From this it is clear that it is prohibited to open die face for 
strangers. If some board etc, is cut and placed on the 
forehead in such a way so as to prevent it from touching 
die face, then purdah ran also be observed. Tins is better 
and there is no difficulty in it. 

Another important point to be remembered is that the 
maximum time during which the restrictions of Ihraam 
apply is only three or four hours- What excuse do those 
women have who roam around with their faces open on all 
the other days ?. 

There is also the journey to Madinah Munawwarah, for 
which tiierc is no Ihraam. Here too a lot of roaming and 
showing of the face to strangers takes place. What 
ignorance and unnecessary sinning!. 


RULE THREE: Women should not raise their voices wliile 
reciting the Talbiyaah,

IHRAAM OF THE IMMATURE 
RULE ONE: II u minor cllild is clever imd understanding, 
dien he should adorn tile Ihraam himself.. . and perform all 
the actions as the adults do. Jf the child has not yet reached 
die age of understanding and is still very young, then the 
guardian should tie the Ihraam for him. 

RULE TWO: If a small child who does not yet understand, 
tics die 11 Iran m himself and does die other actions of Ihraam 
himself, then Ills Ihraam is not valid. If an understanding 
child does so, his Ihraam Ls will lie valid. 

RULE THREE: The guardian cannot tie die Ihraam for a 
child who is understanding enough to do so himself. The 
understanding child must do all the actions himself, but 
those dial he cannot do must lie done on his behalf by his 
guardian. However, die child must lie made to perform 
Salaat and Tawaaf, 

RULE FOUR: While the understanding child should 
perform Tawaaf himself, die non-understanding child 
should be picked up and carried for Tawaaf Similarly, one 
should assist the child during the Wuqoof-e-Arslaat, Sa'ee 
and Ramee. 

RULE FIVE; The guardian should prevent the child from 
die prohibits of ihraam. However, if a child docs an 
prohibited act, then there is no penalty on die child not on 
the guardian. 
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RULE SIX. When adorning the Ihraam for a minor boy, 
remove existing sown clothes and wear him the two pieces 
as explained for the adults. 

RULE SEVEN: If the minor discards one or all the acts of 
Ihraam, then it is not necessary to give penalty and neither 
does Qazaa become compulsory, 

RULE EIGHT: The guardian who is most closely related 
should tic tiie Ihraam for the minor. For example if the 
brother and the father are both present then the father 
should de the Ihraam. However, it is also permissible for 
the brother to tie it, 

RULE NINE: The guardian should make his intention with 
die intention for the non- understanding child, then carry the 
child and perform the Tawaaf, In one Tawaaf, the Tawaaf 
for both will be- made.

IT IS A CONDITION FOR WOMAN TO TRAVEL 
WITH HER HUSBAND OR A MAHRAM. 

It is prohibited Ibf a woman to travel for a distance of forty 
eight miles (88km.) or more without a Mahram or her 
husband. This rule applies irrespective of whether die 
journey Ls by rail, motor or by air and also whether the 
purpose of the journey be for a worldly or a Deem purpose. 
Hadhrat Abdul laali bin Abbaas (Radhiallaahu-anhu) 
narrates from RasuUillaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam);

"Never should a man (non-mahram) , be secluded with a 
woman, and never should a woman journey but with a 
Mahram. Hearing this one person said "—I have written my 
name for Jihaad and my wife has departed for Hajj, Nabi 
(Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) said :"Go and join your wife 
r or Hajj." (Bukhari/Muslim). 

Ihis prohibition is for the young and die old woman. Some 
women think that it is permissible for a lew women to 
journey together widiout a Mahram, This belief is totally 
erroneous. Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) lias 
stressed this prohibition to include all women. The going 
for Hajj or Umrali without any Mahram is strictly forbidden 
and Ls a sin. Many women perform their Hajj or Umrah and 
spoil it by committing the sin of going there widmut a 
Mahram and thus acting contrary to Shariat. 

It is necessary for Muslims to adhere to die Shariat instead 
ol following their own desires. It is necessary to be even 
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more cautious for worldly journeys. Journeys of fifteen to 
twenty minutes should not be undertaken without a 
Maliram. In this lies the protection for modesty, dignity, 
honour and innocence.

THE MAHRAM 

That person with whom marriage can never ever be proper 
is a Maliram, (i.e.father, son, son's sort, daughter's son, 
son-in-law, father-in-law, maternal uncle, paternal uncle 
). !i is important to note that die sons of the paternal and 
maternal uncles and aunts are not Maliram, because 
marriage is permissible with diem. Similarly, die 
brother-in-law(sisiter's husband) is not a Mahram, for if he 
divorces his wife then it Incomes permissible for him to 
marry his wife's sister. 

If there lie a foster brother (who has shined the milk of die 
same woman) within two years or birdi, dien lie is het 
Mahram and she can accompany him for Hajj or Umrah. 

It is also important that anyone who is classified as a 
Midiram, but whose modesty and dignity is questionable, 
or one is not at ease widi him, then it is not permissible to 
journey with such a Mahram no matter how closely one is 
related to him. 

Some women make anodier person a father, brother or son 
at random and proceed together on journey. There Ls no 
Shai'cc basis for this. Calling someone son or brother docs 
not make, him a Maliram. He Ls just like all other strangers.

"Yaa Allaalt, 1 intend performing Umrah, so make it easy 
for me and accept it from me," 

it is not necessary to make die intention with the tongue. To 
form an intention with the heart is also sufficient. One may 
make intention iti any language. It does not necessarily have 
to be in Arabic. After intention, read die Talbiyaah. The 
words are as follows:-

Note that die two rakaats Salaal are Sunnat and not Pardh 
or Waajib, so if one could not perform them because of it 
licing die Makrooli time for Salaat etc., one can leave it out 
and continue with die Talbiyaah after making the intention 
for Umrah. 

If a woman is menstruating, she should also do as above. 
That is, she should enter the state of Ihraam without 
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performing the two ra Lists Salaat She should not make 
Tnwaaf until she is pure. If she enters Mukkall in dlls state., 
she, should wait until she is pure. Upon attaining purity, she 
should perform ghusl for Urnrah, tlie.ii Tawaaf and Sa'ee 
and then all the rites of Uintah. The laws for the 
menstruating woman are the same for the one experiencing 
Nifaas, ( post-natal bleeding ). 

RULE QNE:- 

To read the Talbiyaali after adorning die lhraam is a 
condition. To do so three times is Mustahab. 

After Talbiyaali, read Durood and the following duaa;-

"Yaa Allaah, 1 seek Youi' Pleasure and Jannah, and 1 seek 
refuge from Jahannam by Your Merey." 

Besides this, one may make whatever dttaa one desires. 
RULE TWO;- 

After intention recite the Talbiyaali in a 'moderately loud 
tone. IT IS NOT NECESSARY TO SCREAM., Woman will 
not recite die Talbiyaali aloud. She should recite it in such 
a way dial she can hear it herself. 


LAWS OF TALBIYAAH 


RULE ONE ; At the time of lhraam, it is a condition to 
say the Labbaik with the tongue, if one says it in the heart 
then one has not yet entered into the state of lhraam. 
RULE TWO: After adorning lhraam, it is Mustahab to 
recite Talbiyaali in abundance, especially when changing 
conditioiis/ixwitions e.g. morning and evening ; standing and 
sitting ; entering and exiting ; meeting [xxiplc and leaving 
people ■, on awakening ; on boarding ; oil disembarking ; on 
ascending and descending. Under liie.se conditions it is 
highly emphasised and desirable to recite the Talbiyaah, 
RULE THREE: One should not speak in between the 
Talbiyaali. To greet someone reciting die Talbiyaah is 
Makrooh. 

RULE FOUR: If someone greeted one whilst reciting the 
Talbiyaali then it is permissible to reply. However it is 
better to reply on finishing tile Talbiyaah, on condition that 
tile jierson to whom one is to reply does not go away. 
RULE FIVE: One should recite Talbiyaah after the Fardh 
and Naf! salaats and during die clays of Ta.shreeq. Recite the 
Talbiyaali after reciting the Tashreek. If the Talbiyaah was 
recited then die Takbccr of Tashreek lapses, 

RULE SIX: If a Masbooq (one who joins die Jamaat after 
a rakaat or more has been performed.) recites the Talbiyaah 
with the Imaam, then die salaat lie comes invalid. 

RULE SEVEN: Talbiyaali should be recited individually 
and not collectively. 
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RULE BIGHT; Ft is Makrooh to reduce/decrease tin-, words 
of Talbiyaah. 

RULE NINE: If one sees something out of the ordinary, 
say: ■ 

i uj^J. 

RULE TEN: Men should recite die Talbiyaah audibly but 
not very loudly, 

RULE ELEVEN: It. is prohibited for women to recite the 
Talbiyaah loudly, 

RULE TWELVE: The Talbiyaah of Uintah it is read until 
the commencement of Tawaaf. On beginning tlio Tawaaf of 
Uintah, stop reciting die Talbiyaah. 

ENTRY INTO MAKKAH AND MASJIIMt-HARAM. 


Tt. is Mnstaliab to enter Makkah from die cemetery of 
Makkah called Al Mualia, If it is possible to do so easily, 
or else one may enter from any side. It is also Masnoon to 
make ghusl before entry into Makkah, 'JTiese days it is 
difficult due to the restrictions and die crowds. If it Ls 
possible to make ghusl easily then do so, when Makkah 
Mukanramah is sighted , read tliis_du»j:-

^ aa Allan h, Who is the Rabb ol the Seven Skies atid of 
all diings wliich are on it, ami the Ralih of Shaitaan and of 
all those wliom shailaan has misled, and the Rabb of the 
wind and of all that it blows. Thus. w« seek from You good 
from diis habitat and good from it's populace, and we seek 
protection from the evil/had of this habitat tuid from the evil 
of it's iKiptilace." 

And the following duna as well;.

Alter this, enter Mukktih with utmost humility and 
meekness, keeping in mind die etiquettes, respect and 
dignity ol the place one is entering. Keep your luggage at 
some safe place so that your heart is at ease, make wuclhu 
and proceed quickly to (he Ma.sjid-c-Haram. The Masjid in 
which die Kaabah is situated is called the Masjid-e-Haram, 
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The word "Haram" is used in a respectable scasc, 



"Yaa Alla all, raise the honour, dignity and virtue of ill is 
House and increase die dignity anti respect of those tliat 
visit tliis House for Ha.j.j or IJmrah, and Your name is Peace 
and we can obtain Peace from You, thus keep us alive in 
Peace." 

Recite Durowl Shareef after this and then, while standing, 
pray whatever you desire to pray, Tor duaas are accepted 
easily during this lime. 

After entering die Haram in the proper manner, the first 
tiling to be done is to perform Tawaaf. For the person who 
came with the lliraam of Umrah, the. Tawaaf will be his 
Utnrah 1'awaal which is Fardh. For die person who lias 
come with the lliraam of Hajj, die Tawaaf will be die 
Tawaaf-c-Qudoom , which is a Stmnat Tawaaf, if a person 
lias entered the Haram at a time when Jamaal Sulaat has 
just commenced, then lie should first join the Imaam ami 
make the Tawaaf later.

AHOUT TAWAAF 

To go around die Baitullaah, (i.e.Kaabah Shareef) in a 
stipulated manner is called Tawaaf. On die western side 
(comer) of die Kaabahh, die Hajjre-Aswad Ls situated. From 
this point Tawaaf starts and ends. 

Whilst performing Tawaaf, the Kaahalt is on the left side, 
Some part of the Kaabahh has got no roof. It is called the 
Ha teem, 
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The Mizaab-e-Rahmat (water Otitlrti pipe) protrudes from 
the top of the Hatcem, When performing Tawaaf, one has 
to go around (his portion (Hateem), wltich has no roof, 

On every round one should rniike"Isl.ilaain".Tllis means tire 
touehing of the Rnkne-Yumani (corner of the Kaababh) 
with both the hands or with only the right liand. It is 
situated on the southern side of the Kaabahh, which is 
opposite the Hajjr- Aswad, it is on the side towards Yemen 
and hence, its name. 


The one, who adorned die Ihraam for Umrah, will perform 
the Tawaaf for Umrah, which is Fardh. All those Tawaafs 
after wliich Sa'ee of Safaa Marwah is made (such as die 
Tawaaf for Umrah or the Tawaaf after wliich Sa'ee is 
made- and some people make Sa'cc even after the Tawaaf 
of Qudoom) , then Rarnal and Tstkfhaal is Masnoon. Ramal 
refers to die walking widi short quick steps, the chest out, 
and the movement of the shoulders. 

Istahaa is the placing of die ihraam cloth under the right 
armpit and over the left shoulder, so that die right shoulder 
remains open. Ramal Is made only in the First three rounds 
of the Tawaaf. and Istibaa is made in all seven rounds. Bodi 
Ramal and Istibaa are only performed by the men and not 
by die women. 


INTENTION OK TAWAAF AND METHOD OF 
PERFORMANCE 

Tawaaf is not valid without intention. To make the intention 
in die heart is sufficient and it is also proper to say it with 
the tongue. When intending to perforin Tawaaf, then go to 
diat corner of the Kaabah where the Hajjr-e-Aswad is 
situated and stand like diis. Stand opposite the 
Hajjr-e-Aswad in such a manner that die right shoulder is 
opposite to and in line with the left side of the 
Hajjr-e-Aswad. When facing the Hajjr-e-Aswad, you should 
be oil die left side of it. Standing in this position, make the 
intention for Tawaaf. 


To say the following verhally is good>

"Yaa Allaah, I intend performing Tawaaf of Your House, 
so make it easy for me and accept it (from me)." 


After making intention, move a litde lo die right so that the 
Hajjr-e-Aswad comes straight in front. Then raise the hands 
as one does in Salaat, to the ears and say;-

"I stand in die name, of Allaah. Allaah is die greatest .No 
one hut He is worthy of worship, and all Praise is especially 
for Him, and send Durood and Salaam upon Rasulullaah 
(Sallallhu Alayhi Wasatlsm).Yaa Allaah, 1 believe in You, 
and I believe in Your Book, and complete Your Pact and 
follow Your Nabi Muham tiled (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam), 
and perform Tawaaf," 

If one docs not read die whole text then at least say:- 






Alter reading tins drop your hands. Then with respect and 
humility come towards the Hajjr-e-Aswad and kiss it, If due 
to the crowds, one cannot do this then place both die hands 
(or the right hand only) on die Hajjr-e-Aswad and kiss it Jf 
this is also not possible then touch it with a slick and kiss 
it. If this is also not possible dien raise die bands in such a 
manner duu the palms face the Hajjr-e-Aswad, and the back 
of die hands are in front of the face. Then kiss die hand. 
The raising of the hands should only he done if the other 
two methods cannot be made. 


To push others and to put them tlirough difficulty is 
Haraam. It is also important to remember diat at die time of 
kissing the Hajjr-e-Aswad, one should not put the hand on 
the silver surface which surrounds the Hajjr-e-Aswad. 
Those in Ihraam should remember dm some people use or 
rub perfume on the Hajjr-e-Aswad. Therefore, if one does 
not touch the Hajjr-e-Aswad dien one will be saved from 
using perfume. 

Kissing die Hajjr-e-Aswad is called Istilaam. After Istilaam, 
one should move to die right and with die Kaabahh on die 
left, walk on, and pass outside die Hateem. When passing 
the back of the Kabab, one comes across die 
Rukn-c-Y amani, which is parallel to the Hajjr-e-Aswad. 
When approaching this comer, then one should touch it 
with both hands or the right hand only. When proceeding 
between die Hajjr-c-Aswad and the Rukn-e-Yamani, read:-

On reaching the Hajjr-e-Aswad say "Allahu-Akbar" and 
make Istilaam as previously explained. This is one round. 
Repeat die same process six more times to complete seven 
rounds. One round is called a Sliatit and all are called 
Ashwaat. 
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Do nol look at the Kaabahh while making Tawaaf, and do 
not face your chest or lack towards it. After Tawaaf, go to 
the Maqaam-e-Ibraaheem and perform two rakaats of Sain at 
behind it. If you do not find place immediately behind it 
then read the two rakaats anywhere in the Haram, If it is 
Makrooh lime for salaat, then wail for llie time to pass and 
then perform it. 

There is NO specific dun a which is Fardh or Waajib to read 
and without which the Tawaaf can be invalidated. Even if 
no dun a is read at all, the Tawaaf will still be made. 
However it is better to read as many duaas as possible, 
Whichever duaa you have a strong inclination to make , and 
whichever duaa best expresses your needs, make it with 
humility, meekness and sincerity, if you wish to read a duaa 
from a lxx>k, then it is also permissible. There are some 
books which contain duaas for each round. These are good 
but they should not be regarded as Sunoat, since there is tio 
proof that Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alaylii Wasallam) read 
these duaas. 

There are aliaadith, as we will now write alxiut, in which 
Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) encouraged them 
to read certain duaas or read them himself. 

This implies dial if a person had stayed in the 
Remembrance of Uaah while making Tawaaf, his whole 
laxly would have benefited from the Mercy of Allaah. Since 
he has not done so, the amount of Mercy he has earned is 
only the extent of dial which can cover the feet. 
(Ibn-c-Maajah). 


Hadlirat Abu Hurairaii (Radhiallaahu-anhu) narrates that 
there are seventy angels situated at the Rukn-e- Yemeni. 
Whoever reads the following on reaching tile 
Rukn-e* Yemeni, all the angels say "Amccn" to it. 










"Yaa Allaah, You know all rny external and internal 
conditions. I present an excuse, accept my excuse and fulfil 
my needs and what is in my heart, and forgive my sins. 
Yaa Allaah, 1 ask of you such Imaan which absorbs (fills) 
atid penetrates my heart and ask for truthful certainty so 
that I know that only that which You have written for me, 
will reach me and whatever has been stipulated for me, 1 
will be pleased wid) it." 
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THE LAWS OF TAWAAF 


RULE ONE: Intention is a condition for Tawaaf. without 
which there can be no Tawaaf. 

RULE TWO:- It is Masnoon to make lstibaa in the. Tawaaf 
followed by Sa'ee , whether it is a Hajj or Umrah Tawaaf. 
RULE THREE:- lstibaa means to take the cloth under the 
right armpit and to place it Over the left shoulder, leaving 
the right shoulder open, and to keep both the ends on the 
left shoulder. This lstibaa is to be carried out by the men in 
all seven rounds .On completion of the Tawaaf, cover the 
shoulders and then perform the two rakaats Salaat. It is 
Makrooh to perform the Salaat with lstibaa, lstibaa is only 
Masnoon for Tawaaf. There are some people who perform 
lstibaa during Sa'ee, whereas lstibaa is only Masnoon in 
those Tawaals after which Sa’ee is performed, There Ls 
therefore no lstibaa in Sa'ee, and ordinary Tawaals which 
arc not followed by Sa'ee. 

RULE FOUR:- It is Masnoon to make Rama I ( for men), in 
dial Tawaaf which is followed by Sa'ee. Ramal is the 
manner of walking with the ehest Out and the shoulders 
moving while taking quick short steps. 

RULE FIVE:- If one made Tawaaf without wudhu then this 
has to be repeated with wudhu. If it is not repeated then 
there is a penalty. (Details ahead). 

RULE SIX:- The closer the Tawaaf to the Kaabah, the 
greater the reward, but one should be cautious not to piut 
others into difficulty. 


RULE SEVEN :- Read the third Kalimah constantly and the 
following duaa in Tawaaf. 

between Rukn-e- Yemeni and Hajjr-o-Aswad. 

RULE EIGHT:- If Jamaat or Janaazah Salaat commences or 
the wudhu breaks whilst making Tawaaf, then continue the 
Tawaaf after the Salaat or fresh wudhu. However, it is 
better to perform a fresh Tawaaf if the above occurred 
before performance of the major part of the Tawaaf. 
RULE NINE:* If Salaat commences while one is making a 
round of dir, Kaabahh, then complete the round if possible, 
and join the Salaat. If it is feared that the rakaat will be lost 
then stop tbc round and join the Salaat immediately and 
continue from where one liad stopped after the Salaat Ls 
completed, 

RULE TEN:- It is permissible to carry a person on die back 
or on a bed, if diat person is so ill or incapacitated. It is 
also permissible for a few people to take turns in carrying 
die person. 

RULE ELEVEN:- II' the person who is being carried Ls 
conscious then he should make intention himself, if he 
becomes unconscious after entering into die state of Thraam, 
then the intention of tbc carrier on his behalf will suffice. 
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RUI.E TWELVE:- If the carrier made intention for himself 
as well as for the person who is being carried, then both 
their Tawaafs are valid and an extra Tawaaf need not be 
made, 

RULE THIRTEEN;- The area of Tawaaf is around die 
Baiiullaah inside die Masjid. Tawaaf is made whether near 
or far, even passing around die Zam-Zam and the pillars. 
Tawaaf is valid as long as it is made within the boundary 
of the Masjid, 

RULE FOURTEEN;- It a person climbed onto die roof of 
die Masjid and performed Tawaaf dien his Tawaaf is valid 
even diough he is higher than the Baitullaah. 

RULE FIFTEEN;- Tawaaf is not valid outside the 
Masjid-o-Harain. 

RULE SIXTEEN;- It is Makrooh to talk in vain and to buy 
and sell dungs whilst performing Tawaaf. To explain 
ShaTee laws or to ask essential questions is not Makrooh. 
RULE SEVENTEEN:- It is Makrooh to recite duaas or 
perform /,ikr in such a loud tone so as to disturb the 
concentration of others who are performing Tawaaf and 
those who are making Salaat. 

RULE EIGHTEEN:- It is Makrooh to suppress die call of 
nature whilst performing Tawaaf. 

RULE NINETEEN:- Istilaam-see laws regarding this 
mentioned earlier. To push others and to put them into 
difficulty is a major sin. 

RULE TWENTY:- It is prohibited to face the Kaabahh 
while performing Tawaaf. 


RULE TWENTY-ONE:- It is prohibited to kiss any other 
side or wall of the Kaabalih besides the Hajjr-c-Aswad, and 
the threshold of die Kaabah. The Rukll-e- Yetnoni should be 
touched with the hand but it should not be kissed. 

RULE TWENTY-TWO:- When entering those Tawaafs in 
which one lias to perform Rami, during the first three 
rounds, then observe whether there is a crowd or not. If 
diere is a crowd, dien wait a while and when die crowd 
subsides then start these Tawaafs. 

RULE TWENTY-THREE:- If one started such a Tawaaf 
and could not perform Rami due to die crowds then omit it. 
RULE TWENTY-FOUR:- If one cannot perform Rami due 
to weakness or old age dien the Tawaaf is in order. 

RULE TWENTY-FIVE:- If one forgot to perform Rami and 
after one or two rounds one remembered then make Rami 
in wliat is left of die Tawaaf. If one remembered after the 
third round then one need not make Rami. 

RULE TWENTY-SIX:- If die one making Tawaaf is iti 
doubt as to which round it is, then , for the fardh or waajih 
Tawaaf, one should repeat the round in which doubt arose. 
For example, if one starts doubting whedier it is the sixth 
or die seventh round, dien one should perform one other 
round so as to ensure dial seven rounds liave been 
completed. For the Nafl round otic should act upon that 
hich one feels more inclined, towards. If one feels more 
certain dial it is the seventh round and less certain that it is 
the sixth, dien one may complete die Tawaaf in dial round. 
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RULE TWENTY-SEVEN:- It is emphatically prohibited to 
push and pull and cause discomfort to those nearby' while 
performing Tawaaf. Women, especially should abstain from 
areas where the possibility of this exists. They should, 
whenever possible make the Tawaaf as away from the men. 
A woman who suspu.is the beginning of ber menstruation 
should complete her Tawaaf quickly and separate herself 
from the men around. 

RULE TWP.NTY-ElGHT:- Just as the intention for Tawaaf 
is valid on lie, ha If of the non-understanding child, so too is 
die intention for Sa'ee.

RIJI^E ONE:- After the Unirah, Tawaaf, Sa'ee and Halq or 
Qasr - and before the days of Hajj - perform as many Nall 
Tawaaf as possible. Consider it a boon to lie in a place such 
as Makkah Mukairamah. Instead of roaming the bazaars, 
rather perform Nall TawaatV in abundance. The virtues of 
Nad Tawaaf are great .Furthermore, Tawaaf is an Ibaadat 
which cannot lx*, performed anywhere except in the Ha ram, 
Therefore perform Tawaaf in abundance. Although many 
people perform many Umrahs, and diis also carries great 
reward, it is more superior to perform more Tawaals 
than to perform more Umrahs. A person who goes to 
lan'eem to don his Ihtaam and then returns and performs 
Sa'ee and Halq or Qasr alter liis Tawaaf, could have 
per tori i ted so many Tawaafs during that time. Thus one 
should not overlook the benefits of Tawaaf 


Alter every Tawaaf, (Fardh, Waajib or Nall) it is Waajih 
to perform two rakaats salaat. It is best to perform these 
behind the Maqaanie Ibraheem. 

If there is no place there then one can perform these 
anywhere in the Haram. If one did noi perform these two 
Rakaats in the Haram then the responsibility of doing so 
still remains and one must perform them even if one is back 
home, for this can be performed anywhere in the world, as 
long as one lives, It is masnoon to recite :- 


AND 


RULE ONE;- After Tawaaf, it is Masnoon to perform the 
two rakaats without delay. To delay deliberately is 
Makrooh. However, if it is the Makrooh time for Salaat, 
then let tliar time pass and then perform die "tvC’O rakaats. 
RULE TWO:- If one ends |hc Tawaaf after Asr^Salaat, then 
wait for die sun to set and when performing the Maghrib 
Salaat, then read the two rakaats of Tawaaf after the three 
Fardh of Maghrib and before the two sutmat rakaats of 
Maghrib. Similarly, if one completed the Tawaaf after the 
Fajr Salaat, then read the rakaats of Tawaaf at the time of 
Tshraaq. 

RULE THREE;- If someone performed the two rakaats after 
Fajr or Asr salaat before the yellowness set in, diet) the 
rakaats will be valid but with detesimetit .It Ls better to 
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repeal it .If lire (wo rakaais were performed at Zawaal, 
sunrise or sunset then it is Waajib to repeat it.. 

After the salaat of Tawaaf, go near the 

Maqaam-c-lbraahccm and pray for whatever you desire.

RULE TWO:- it is not necessary to make the rounds for 
Sa'ee cotisecutivoly, If one performs die rounds of Sa'ee 
separately after Tawaaf, for example, one round in the 
morning, one round in the afternoon and one at night, and 
in this manner completes all die rounds, even if it takes a 
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few days, (lien also it is valid and no penalty will be 
compulsory, 

RULE THREE: If one made Sa'ce without wudhu, then 
Sa'ec is valid and no penalty or Sadaqah is compulsory. 
RULE POUR:- If a woman performed Tawaaf of Hajj or 
Unirah witli wudhu while in the state of purity, then her 
menses commenced and she made Sa'ec in dtai state, then 
the Sa'ee is valid. 

RULE FIVE:- Tt is not permissible to make Sa'ec on a 
wheelchair, without a valid excuse. If one did so and 
repeated the Sa'ec while walking, then Damrn is 
compulsory. 

While tunning between the two green pillars recite: 

"O Allaah forgive itnd have mercy and You arc the One 
Most- Exalted in Hotiour and the Most -Elavaied in 
Nobility." 


LAWS or HALO (Shaving) or QASK (Trimming) 


It is Waajib to shave or trim the hair in order to come out 
of Ibraam. If someone went outside the boundaries of the 
Haram, (e.g. Madinah or Jeddah), and shaved or trimmed 
their liair, diet) Datum is compulsory. If, however, he went 
out of the boundaries of the Haram and did not shave or 


trim the hair but returned within the boundary and dien 
shaved or trimmed die liair. then Datum is not compulsory. 
RULE ONE:- One cannot cut the nails, trim the moustache 
or remove the pubic hair until one lias shaved or trimmed 
the hair ol the head. II one had done so then Datum is 
compulsory, 

RULE TWQ> it is best to come out of Thraam by staving 
all the hair of the head or to remove one length of liair 
equal to one finger joint, as is the case for women. It is 
Haraam for women to stave the head. She should therefore 
remove one finger-joint length of hair from her plait and 
she should lecl certain that she has removed this amount of 
hair from her head. 

RULE THREE:- It is best for men to stave the entire head. 
However it is essential to remove at least a quarter of die 
hair of die head, in order to come out of Ihraam. The 
method of doing this is to remove the liair in such a 
manner dint the length ol the hair which is cut measures 
not less than die length from die tip of the finger to the first 
joint, from all around die head and not from one side only. 
However, to lie content witli only this amount of removal 
is Makrooh. 

RULE FOUR:- If a mail does not have even this amount of 
ham on his head, then it Ls necessary to remove all die liair, 
Cutting, shaving or trimming only a few strands of hair 
from die head or removing hair from any other part of the 
body does not remove one from Ihraam. it should be 
understood diat if the above procedure Ls not followed dieti 
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it will be necessary to give penalty (Damm). 


AUOdT HALQ AND QASR. 

Halq is tlic shaving of the hair, and Qasr is merely the 
trimming of the hair. Whether the Hiraarn is diat of Hajj or 
Umrah or of both, the method of being released from it is 
specified by Halq or Qasr. One cannot be released from the 
state of Ihraam, unless Halq or Qasr lias been made. If one 
had worn sewn clothing, or cut any other hair besides that 
of die head, or paired die nails, or applied Ittar before Halq 
or Qasr, then Damm(penalty) bceomcs Waajib. 

A person who ]>erfortns Umrah will make Halq or Qasr 
after Sa'ee. 

***** ****** ****** ******************************* 

THE METHOD OF PERFORMING HALQ OR QASR. 

Tins procedure should be earned out while facing the Qibla, 
Start slaving or trimming from die right side. Ar die time 
of Halq or Qasr, say Takbeer and then the following duaa 
which has been narrated from die elders; -

"All Praise is for Alkali, who has granted us Hidaayaat 
(guidance), ami has granted favours upon us and has 
completed (grants ns die ability) for us the actions and laws 
of Hajj. Yaa Allaah, my forehead is in your eon Pol, thus 
specify for each hair , a light on the day of Qiyaaamal. And 
for every hair, forgive a sin of mine. Increase die stages of 
Jaunah for me, for each hair. Yaa Allaah, grant Barakat in 
my Nafsfinner self) and accept my Hajj. Yaa Allaah, 
forgive me and those who make Halq and Qasr. Oh Most 
Forgiving. Aameen." 

After Halq or Qasr, also say Takbeer. All the prohibitions, 
except relations widi one's wife, end whh die performance 
of Halq or Qasr. This relation is only permissible after 
Ta waa f-c-Ziyaarat. 

Some people hold the incorrect belief that one lias to go 
fourteen times between Safaaa and Marwah, completes die 
Sa'ee. This is erroneous. There arc only seven roumls for 
Sa'ee. 

After Sa'ee, make Halq or Qasr. 

Halq is better than Qasr. To complete Halq or Qasr of the 
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whole head is Sutinst. If' the hair is so short that it is shorter 
tluiii one ringer-joint length, then Halq is necessary. 

WARNING ! 

Many jmople snip a few liaks of die head, and wear dieir 
normal attire, thinking dial they are out of ihraam, 'I'bis is 
not proper. Such a person lias not been released from 
Ihraam, and die restrictions of Ihraam still apply to him. 

If one did this and dien realised that he had erred, he should 
immediately perform the Halq or Qasr in die proper manner 
and then enquire from the Ulema a as to what penalty he has 
to pay. 

it is also important to know that it Ls Waajib to perform die 
Halq or Qasr within die boundaries of the Haram. 

Many people eomc to the Haram and other blessed places 
with more love for their hair then for the SHARIAH. 
Leave aside Halq, they do not even perform Qasr. Iiajj and 
Umrah tire the occasions when die love of the lover of 
Allaaii is displayed. This is time when some people choose 
to display die love of their liair more than they consider 
dieir love for the Law of the Lofty. How regretful!. 

Those that live within die boundaries of the Meeqat, e.g. 
eddali, Bahra, Hidda, Jamoom, Arafaal etc., can enter the 
Haram widiont Ihraam. If they eannot sacrifice dieir liair, 
then they should not wear the Ihraam and enter Makkali 
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Mnlca iTamah, bm they should radier make as many 
Tawaafs as possible. For Tawaaf, only wndJiu is a 
pre-condition, and it's reward is great. The amount of time 
spent in making Umrah can rather be spent making 
Tawaafs. This is much better then adorning die Ihraam of 
Umrah and not cutting the liair in the proper way. 

However, liaise that live outside the Meeqat (c.g. Madinah 
Munawwanth, Tail' and Riyaadli) , cannot enter the Haram 
without Ihraam, This is the case even if diey eomc for 
worldly matters. These people have to adorn the proper 
Ihraam and then perform the proper Halq or Qasr before 
coming out of Ihraam. 

RULE ONE:- 

Tlicre is no Tawaaf-e-Qudoom or Tawaaf-e-Widaa in 
Umrah. When adorning the Ihraam of Umrah and 
entering the Masjid-e-Haram, the first Tawaaf made will 
be the Tawaaf of Umrah.

THE REWARD OR SAL A AT IN THE 
MASJID-E-HARAM 

The Masjid which surrounds the Kaabahh is called the 
M asj i-c-Haram.Tbc performance of Salaat there carries 
many rewards. Hadhrat Jabir (Radhiallaaiiu-anhu) narrates 
that Rasultillaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) said that one 
Salaat in his Masjid is superior by a thousand times when 
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compared 10 oilier Masjids but the Masjid-e-Haram is tiie 
exception (because the reward is much mure than that), and 
one, Salaat in Masji<l-e-T-Iaraatn compared to otiicr Masjids 
is superior by one iaakh (a hundred thousand). (Targhccb 
Vo! Two FT 214, Ahmed, Ibn-c-Maajah with two valid 
Sanads.), 

These days one is fortunate enough to stay in Makkah and 
to lie able to perform die Fardh Salaats witli Jamaat. Such 
rewards are not to be found anywhere in the world. Yet we 
will still find people roaming the bazaars and who are not 
steadfast with their Jamaat Salaat in the Masjid-e-Haram. 
Many people deprive themselves of this great reward out of 
sheer laziness and sometimes widi die, excuse of the heat or 
cold. 1'his is indeed unfortunate.

PROHIBITIONS OF 1HRAAM. 


Alter adorning Thraam, be cautious of the restrictions of 
Ihraam, i.e. Abstain from those tilings which are prohibited 
during Ihraam. 

The male should not wear atiy such clothing which arc 
designed for the body such as Kuna, trousers, vest, lint, 
socks , shorts, jockey etc. Also it should not cover the face 
and die head. 

'Hie female should wear die clothing she normally wears 
(i.e.scwn clothing)but she should not let it touch die face. 
Iti Ihraam, it is prohibited to apply Ittar on the clothing or 
die Ixidy, nor to use scented or perfumed soap, or to eat 


perfumed tobacco, It is also prohibited to par the nails, cut 
the hair front any part of die laxly or to shave. 

To kill land animals or to kill the lice on one's clothes Or to 
remove it front oneself and to throw it and to kill a locust 
is also not allowed, 

To indulge in a relationship with one's wife and to kiss or 
caress or to even talk of such dungs in front or one's wife, 
or any odier woman is not allowed. A person In Ihraam 
should be steadfast in abstaining from quarrelling and 
fighting. 


RULE ONE:- 

As stated earlier, die women should not let any cloth touch 
die face, but they should adopt a means of covering the face 
Irom strangers in such a manner that it does not toucii die 
face. She must protect herself from die sight of strange 
men. 

RULE TWO:- 

A common misconception today is the belief dial there is 
no Purdah while wearing the Ihraam, This stems from 
ignorance and should be corrected. It causes the women 
who discard purdah to become sinners and also die men 
who look at them. 
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IHRAAM OF UMRAH FROM TAN'EEM AND 
JO'RAANAH. 

If any person from Makkah Mukarramafi or anywhere 
within the boundary of (lie Ha ram wishes to perform 
Umrah, then it is Waajib to adorn die Pirn am at Hil, Hil is 
that place which is outside die boundary of die Haram uptO 
inside the Mceqat. 

All around Makkah Mukarramah Is die Haram, and the 
distance varies. From one direction it is ten miles, and in 
anodier, nine and m yet another, seven. 

When going from Makkah Mukarramah to Madinah 
Munawwarab, the Haram ends at a place called Tan'eem. 
Before it was staled diat the distance between Makkah 
Mukarramah and Tan'eem is three miles, but now dial die 
population of Makkah has increased iti all directions, 
encompassing Tan'eem, dtere are signposts at every side 
showing where the boundary ends. 

When Rasuiullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) sent Hadhrat 
Ayeslia (Radhia Uaahu-anliu) with her brother 
Abdur-Rahmaan bin Abu Bakr (Radhiallaahn-anhu) for 
Umrah, they came out of the boundary of the Haram (i.e.to 
Tan'eem ) and then adorned die Ihraam and performed 
Umrah. When she completed the Umrah, she joined 
Rasuiullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) who intended the 
journey to Madinah Munawwarah. 

Nabi (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) asked Hadhrat Ayesha 
(Radhiallaahu-anlm) to go to Tan'eem because this place is 
nearer in distance and this is also why those making Umrah 
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from Makkah generally go to Tan'eem to wear the Ihraam. 
There is also a Masjid here called Masjid-e-Ayesha 
( Radhiallaahu-anhu) . 

Jo'raanah is nine miles from Makkah Mukarramah. It is also 
outside tile boundary of the Haram, When Rasuiullaah 
(Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) returned from Tail’, lie adorned 
his Ihraam here and then made Umrah. Transport is 
available from both these places, The Umrah performed 
from Tan'eem is commonly called "chota Umrah" ( small 
Umrah ) and that which is performed from Jo'raanah is 
referred to as "bara Umrah" ( big Umrah), because of die 
difference in their distances. 

It is also proper for a person who went away to 
Hudaibiyaab, in the direction of Jeddah ( which is called 
Sliamsiyyaali) to go Outside the signpost demarcating 
Shamsiyaah ( the Haram Ixiundary ) and to adorn the 
Ihraam there, Hudaibiyaah is on die road to Balira. One will 
not come across it on the new road between Makkah and 
Jeddah. 

Many people go repeatedly to Tan'eem to adorn the Ihraam 
sometimes daily and sometimes more than once a day, to 
perform Umrah.lt is not prohibited to perform many 
Umrahs, ill fact it is Mustahab, but it is more superior to 
perform more Tawaafs dian more Umralis. 

Since going out to Tan'eem to adorn the Ihraam takes up 
more rime, during which more Tawaafs could liave been 
performed, it is better to perform more Tawaals. 
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IMPORTANT: 

Many people have been otwerved to perform Sa'ee, other 
than the Sa'ee of Hajj and Umrah, thinJdng that diere is 
reward in tins. Tills is not correct, localise tltere is no proof 
for the Nafl Sa'ee in SHARlAH.lt is therefore logical and 
intelligent to spend one’s el fort and time towards (lint which 
is proven, such as performing Tuwaaf, which has abundant 
reward. 


WARNING 1 

Every time Umrah i s performed, the blade must be passed 
ovet L the head, whether there is hair on the head or not. This 
is the method ol coming out of ikaam, People who 
perform several Unit a Its within a few days should be aware 
of this. It has been observed that many |>eople who intend 
performing many Umrahs, shave a quarter of the head for 
die first Umrah, then the next quarter for the next Umrah 
and the third quarter for die third Umrah, and the fourth 
quarter lor the fourth U rural i. This is incorrect and 
Makrooh. This prohibition has been recorded in the Hadith. 

Shaving ol the whole head each time is necessary , so act 
on die better method, What is die need to act upon a 
detested way and shave only a quarter of the head and lie 
satisfied with a quarter Halq? 


WARNING ! 

It is important to note that to remove only a lew hairs of 
the head and to perform Umrah .upon Umrah mi this 
method, where the next Ihraam is adorned after not even 
coming out ol the first Ihraam, is not permissible and 
Danim becomes Waajib for this. This rule should always be 
remembered.

JINAAYAAT - THE PROHIBITIONS OF IHRAAM 
AND THK DETAILED PENALTY ON THE 
CONTRAVENTION THEREOF. 

Jinaayaat is the plural of Jixiaayat, To act contrary to the 
restrictions of Ihraam is called Jinaayaat ( Flaw/enor ), 
Tim which becomes Waajib because of Jinaayaat is called 
Jazaa ( penalty ). 

The following eight Jinaayaat are prohibited for both Umrah 
and Hajj, 

1) Using perfume. 

2) For men to wear sewn clothing. 

3) For men to cover die head or face and for women to 
cover the face. 

4) Removal of liair. 

5) To cut the nails. 

6) Sexual intercourse. 

7) To discard any Waajih act. 

8) To hunt a land animal. 
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RULE ONE:- 

Thc [penalty is Waajib irrespective of whether till; sin is 
caused intentionally or unintentionally, and whedter one 
loiew of it being a sin or not. whether it was done willingly 
Or by force, whether while sleeping or in wakefulness, 
wltile drunk or sober, rich or poor, voluntarily or by 
someone:; instruction. 

RULE TWO:- 

fl'onc sinned intentionally, then tills would be regarded as 
a major sin. Repent and give penalty as well, 

PRINCIPLE ONE - Wherever one Damnt is mentioned, it 
refets to a one year old goat, or ram - or one seventh of a 
cow, camel or buffalo. All the conditions for a Qurbaani 
animal will also apply for a Damm animal. 

PRINCIPLE TWO -Whenever Sadaqaha is mentioned in 
general, then tills would amount to a half a saa' of wheat or 
one saa' ol barley. Whenever Sadaqaha is specified then that 
would mean dial one saa' of barley or its Hour or raisins, 
can be given. To give the price hereof is also permissible" 
in lact better. One. saa' is equal to two and a quarter kilos. 
The price of the commodity to lie given is also valid. 
PRINCIPLE THREE -Damm has been specified then 
it cannot lie substituted with food or fasting. 

PRINCIPLE FOUR -Damm has to be given for any error, 
then it will have to be slaughtered within the boundaries of 
the Haram. Sadaqait will be valid even if it is given outside 
the boundaries ol the Haram, it may be given in the other 
or poorer areas as well. 


PRINCIPLE FIVE - A person cannot eat of his own Damm 
animal .All those who are Saahih-e-Nisaab also cannot eat 
Of the Damm animal. .Only those who may receive Zakaat, 
may eat ol' the Damm animal. The Damm or Sadaqait 
which has to lie done due to Jinaayaat, need not be done 
immediately, but one should try to do so as early as 
possible for there is no guarantee as to how long one will 
live. 


WEARING OF SEWN CLOTHING, 
it is prohibited for men to wear sewn clothing. This 
includes all types of clothing which are designed to cover 
specific parts of die body and are sewn, stuck to or attached 
to each other by any other method. 

It is prohibited to wear a Kurta, trousers, coat , overcoat, 
cardigan, vest, half pants, shorts, jockey etc. 

RULE ONE:- 

H a matt wore a sewn item for one day and one night while 
in Iliraam, then Damm is Waajib. 

If he wote it for one hour' dien half a Saa' of wheat is 
Waajib as Sadaqah.If he wore it for less than an hour then 
one 1 landfill of wheat Ls to be given as Sadaqah. 

If he wore it for more than a (Lay, then also one Damm is 
Waajib, even if it be lor a number of days 
RULE TWO:* 

By one day and one night is meant the duration of day and 
night whether one whole day or night passes or not .For 
example, if ii was worn for half die day upto lialf the night.

Of half the night upto lull' the day. then also Datum is 
Waajib. 

Under the section on perfume which follows, the deli nit it.m 
of one day and one night is the same as the above. 

RULE THREE:- 

if one wore sewn clothing for the whole day and night and 
gave Damm for it but continued to wear tire sewn clothing 
for another such period, then another Da mm becomes 
Waajib. 

If one wore sewn clothing for a day and night, and did not 
give Damm but continued to wear the sewn clothing for a 
few days, then only one Damm is Waajib. 

RULE FOUR;- 

if one wore sewn clothing for one day anti one night, then 
Datum becomes Waajib.rf less than this, then Sadaqah 
becomes Waajib. 

RULE FIVE:- 

If the Kurla is worn like a slrawl or a loin cloth, tiren 
notliing becomes Waajib to give, 

RULE SIX:- 

Damm becomes Waajib when sewn clothing are worn how 
they are generally worn. 

RULE SEVEN:- 

If a coat or an overcoat is placed over die shoulders, and 
the buttons are not fastened and nor arc the hands in the 
sleeves, then notliing becomes Waajib, BUT to do so is 
Makrooh, If the buttons were dosed or the hands were in 
the sleeve, then the Damm will apply as for wearing of 


sewn clothes. 

RULE EIGHT: - 

Tying the loin cloth with string etc. will not make Damm 
Waajib BUT to do so is Makrooh. IT the lungi or loin cloth 
is sewn down die middle, then it is permissible. 

RULE N1NE:- 

It is permissible to wear an Ihraam belt { or money belt )for 
the safe-keeping of one's passport or money etc. 

RULE TEN;- 

To wear a blanket, duvet or shawl is permissible while in 
Ihraam. 

RULE ELEVEN:- 

if one person makes another person wear sewn clothing 
while both were in Ihraam, then foe Damm will only be 
Waajib oil the person who actually wore the clothing and 
not upon the one who made him wear it. 

RULE TWELVE;- 

Women can wear sewn clothing and it is NOT Makrooh to 
do so, neither does anything become Waajib upon them for 
doing so- 

RULE THIRTEEN;- For men, the wearing of boots, socks, 
or shoes is not permissible, in Iliraam, If one does not have 
beach tongs or sandals, then one should cut that section of 
die seek which covers the raised bone at the top of the foot 
and wear it like a sandal. There will I* no penalty fordoing 
this, if one wears shoes or socks which were not cut as 
stated, for one day or night, diet! Damm becomes Waajib 
upon such a person. If it was worn Ibr less than a day or 
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night, then Sadaqah becomes Waajib. 


COVERING OF THE HEAD AND THE FACE 


RULE ONE:- 

lt is prohibited for men 10 cover their head and face in 
liiraam, Women are only prohibited from covering { with 
cloth touching ) their laces in Ibraam. 

RULE TWO:- 

if a man covered a quarter or the whole of his head or face 
with something which is usually used for this purpose such 
as a turban, topee, hat or a sewn or unsewn cloth, while 
sleeping or while awake, intentionally or unintentionally, 
willingly or under force, with an excuse Or without an 
excuse, then in every ease penalty is Waajib. Similarly if a 
woman covered ( with the cloth touching ) a quarter of or 
the whole of her face, then one Damm becomes Waajib. 
if less tlian a quarter was thus covered or if it was covered 
for less than a day or a night, then Sadaqah becomes 
Waajib- 

RULE THREE: - 

If the face or head was covered by something which is not 
usually used for this purpose , such as a cup. plate, stone, 
clod of clay, iron, steel, copper, silver, gold, wood etc., then 
nothing 

will be Waajib, whether the whole face or head was 
covered or less. 


SHAVING OR TRIMMING OF THE HAIR. 


RULE ONE:- 

lf a [ferson in Ihraam ( Muhrim ) shaved off ot cut a 
quartet ol the hair of his head or beard or more, tlien 
Datum is Waajib and if less than litis then Sadaqah Is 
Waajib. 

RULE TWO:- 

If a woman cut off or trimmed a finger-joint length of hair 
tJT niore ’ *h t ‘ jI1 Damm is Waajib. If less than a quarter, tlien 
Sadaqah is Waajib, 

RULE THREE > 

Removal of all tbc hair from the neck, armpit or navel 
makes Damm Waajib, Less than this makes Sadaqah 
Waajib. 

RULE FOUR:* 

Removal of all the liair of the chest, thigh, ankle, shoulder 
ot tJu: upper and lower lips, will make Sadaqah Waajib. 
RULE FIVE;- 

If one removed the hair of the head , beard and both the 
armpits, or the liair from the entire body, then one Damm 
is Waajib. II these were done separately, at different times 
or places, then for each cutting, the penally should be 
calculated separately, 

RULE SIX:- 

If one cut tiie hair for which Damm became Waajib and 
gave the Damm, then Allaali Forbid, one did so agaiti'in the 
same Ihraam, then another Damm becomes Waajib. 
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RULE SEVEN;- 

If one shaved a quarter of the head in four separate sittings, 
and did not give Kaffaarah, then one Danun is Waajib. 
RULE EIGHT:- 

If one cut hair front various places on the head and 
collectively the hair amounted to a quarter of the head, then 
Danina becomes Waajib, If less titan a quarter then Sadaqah 
is Waajib. 

RULE NINE:- 

If some hair burnt while cooking, then give a hand fill of 
wheat as Sadaqah. 'lltc same should be done , if, while 
performing wutlhu and making khilaal, two or three hairs 
fell off. If one's hair fell off owing to illness or while one 
was asleep, then nothing is Waajib. 

RULE TEN:- 

If one pulled two or three strands of one's hair oil oneself, 
then for every hair, one liandful of. wheat lias to be given as 
Sadaqah, Tf more than three strands of hair were pulled off 
by oneself, then ltalf a Saa'-bf wheat should be given. 
RULE ELEVEN:- 

If one Muhrim shaved off die hair of another Multrim, dien 
one Damm is Waajib upon the one whose head was shaved 
and one Sadaqah is Waajib upon the one who shaved olT 
die odter's ltair. 

RULE TWELVE;- 

If the Multrim shaved the hair of a non-Muhritn, then 
nodi in g is Waajib on die non-Mulinin but die Muhrint will 
have to give some Sadaqah. 


If die non-Mulirim shaved die hair of die Muhrim, then 
Datum is Waajib upon the Muhrim, and a complete 
Sadaqah ( i.e. lailf a Saa' or wheat ) is Waajib upon the 
non- Muhrim, 

RULE THIRTEKN;- 

lf a Muhrim cuts the moustache or the nail of a 
non-Mulirim or a Muhrim, dien lie may give • whatever 
amount he desires as Sadaqah, 

RULE FOURTEEN 

The same rule applies to die shaving, trimming and pulling 
of die hair, whedier soap or liair removing powder was used 
for it's removal or whether it was removed by burning. 
There is no difference in it's penalty. 

RULE FIFTEEN:- 

The f>«rialty becomes Waajib whether one shaves die luir or 
has it shaved, forcefully or intentionally or forgetfully. 

PARING OK THE NAILS. 

RULE ONE:- 

lf one clips die nails of one hand or one leg or bodi hands 
or both legs, or all in one sitting, dien one Damm is 
Waajib. If each hand or leg are done in four separate 
sittings, then lour Datums are necessary, Similarly if one 
hand and leg's nails were cut in one sitting and the odier in 
another, dien two Datums are Waajib. 

RULE TWO:- 

It one cut less than five nails, or cut them separately, but 
each time, less dien four were cut, then lor every nail otic 
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Sadaqah is Waajib. If all the combined Sadaqah, adds up to 
more than the Damm, then a little less should be given. 
RULE THREE: - 

To break off a broken nail does not make anything Waajib, 

APPLYING OF PERFUME OR OIL. 

Perfume ( fragrance ) refers to those things which have a 
good smell, and which are used as perfume or from which 
perfume is made and which the intelligent regard as 
perfume, such as> Musk, Kaal'oor, Ambar, Sandal, 
Gulaab, Waris, Zafraan, Kasme , Henna, Loubaan, 
Chameli, Bilaa, Nargis, oil of Til { sesame ) or of 
Zaitoon (olive) , Kbit mi, Uod etc.. 

Applying perfume means that the perfumed is put on the 
laxly or cloth in such a way tiiat the body or cloth emits a 
fragrance although the substance of the perfume did not 
actually touch the body or cloth, 

RULE ONE;- 

No penalty becomes Waajib if one smells the ilower or the 
fragrant flower, but it is Makrooh to do so. 

RULE TWO:* 

It is prohibited for the Muhrim to use perfume Oti the body, 
loin cloth ( lungi ), shawl, bedding and on all tire clothing. 
Similarly, to use perfumed dye or medicine or oil, or to 
wash the body with a perfume emitting substance, and also 
to consume perfumed food or drink, is also prohibited. 
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RULE THREE;- 

The using of perfume is prohibited for both male and 
female. 

RULE KOUR:- 

Whcn a Mature, Sane Muhrim applied perfume to such a 
large area such as the head, ankle, beard, thigh, hand or 
palm, or more titan this, dten Damm is Waajib, even if it 
was removed immediately after application, if it was 
applied on a small area such as the finger, eye, nose, ear, or 
on less of the, big areas specified earlier, then Sadaqah 
becomes Waajib. 

RULE FlVE:- 

Whether the area Ls large or small, depends on whether the 
amount of perfume is alot or a little .T! the perfume was 
alot, then it will be (lie same as if it was applied on a large 
area even though the area was small and Damm Is Waajib. 
The amounts specified as little or alot will be determined 
by common law. What Ls generally regarded as a little is a 
little and what is generally regarded as alot is alot. If there 
Ls no common law on this , then one should regard what the 
onlooker would regard as alot its alot, and what the 
onlooker would regard as a little as a little. 

RULE SIX:- 

If perfume was applied on the clothing, then if the area was 
one hand span by one liand span, then Sadaqah will be 
Waajib on condition that it was not worn for one .Jay and 
one night, if worn for less titan this, then Sadaqah is 
Waajib, and if worn for more titan this, then Damm is 
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Waajib. 

This is when the perfume is not alot. If it is slot, then even 
if it was applied on less dmii die area of a hand span. Dam 
will still be Waajib. 

RULE SEVEN;-' 

If the perfumed cloth was sewn as well, which Ls also 
prohibited, then two Jinaayaats have been committed and 
two separate penalties become Waajib. 

RULE E1GHT:- 

If otie ate little perfume ( i.e. so much that it touched a few 
areas of the mouth ) then Sadaqali is Waajib- If one ate a 
lot, and it touched most areas in the mouth, then Dam is 
Waajib. This refers lo die eating of perfume itself. 

If one put perfume into the food and cooked it, then 
nothing is Waajib even if the stnell is overpowering, If the 
food Ls uncooked, then if die perfume Ls overpowering, then 
Dam is Waajib, even if no smell comes from it, and if it is 
not overpowering, then there is no Dam or Sadaqah, even 
if there is a smell, BUT it is Makrooh to do so. 

RULE NINE;- 

it Ls permissible to eat food after adding cinnamon and hot 
spices in the cooking thereof. 

RULE TEN:- 

In daily drinks such as tea, die law is that if perfume was 
mixed, then if die perfume Ls overpowering, dien Dam Is 
Waajib and if not , then Sadaqah is Waajib, but if thLs was 
dratifc several times, then Dam is Waajib. 

If one adds perfume in foods eaten daily, then whether it is 


cooked or not, penalty becomes Wanjib. It is permissible to 
drink Lemon Soda or any bottle of water or flavoured milk 
which has no perfume mixed in it. 

RULE ELEVEN:- 

lf olive oil or pure sesame oil was put on a large area of 
die body by way of applying perfume, then Dam is Waajib. 
If less than this, then Sadaqah is Waajib. If it was eaten or 
applied as medicine, then nothing is Waajib. 

RULE TWELVE;- 

If one applied olive oil or sesame oil on the wound or on 
die chilblain on the hands or legs or it was dropped into the 
nose or the ear's, dten there is no Dam or Sadaqah. 

RULE THIRTEEN:- 

If perfume - such as the rose flower or die cliameli flower 
is mixed in sesame or olive oil, etc. or any other fragrant 
oil- is applied on the total area of a large part of the body 
then Dam is Waajib, but if it is applied to a lesser part of 
the body, dieti Sadaqah is Waajib. 

RULE FOURTEEN:- 

It is permissible to apply non- perfumed Surma. If one 
applied perfumed Surma, then Sadaqah becomes Waajib and 
if one applied this more than twice, then Dam becomes 
Waajib. 

RULE FIFTEEN;- 

If Mchndi dye Ls applied on a quarter to die whole Of the 
head, then one Dam is Waajib, This is if the hair is diin. If 
die liair is thick, then two Datnms arc Waajib. The second 
Dam Ls Waajib if applied for a day and a night. 
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One Dam is ('nr applying perfumed dye and the second for 
covering the hcad(for men). For women, only one Dam is 
Waajib, One for applying perfumed dye and nothing for 
covering the head since site is allowed to do so in Ihraam. 
RULE SIXTEEN:- 

Putting Mehndi on the whole head or die whole palm, 
makes Dam Waajib. 

RULE SEVENTEEN 

If the dye on the head was used due to a headache, then 
also Dam is Waajib. 

RULE EICUTEEN:- 

There is no harm in sitting in a perfume shop. However, to 
sit there with the intention of smelling the perfume is 
Makrooh. 

RULE NINETEEN 

If one Miihrtm applied perfume for another Muhrim then 
there will be no penalty for the applier, but penalty Ijeeomcs 
due for the person upon whom (he perfume was applied. It 
is Haraam for a person to apply perfume upon the laxly or 
the clothing of a Muhriin. 


WARNING ! 

It is Waajib to remove the perfume immediately from the 
Muhrims clodiing or body, and if one gives die KaiTaarah 
and leaves the perfume, then another penalty becomes 
Waajib. 

This perfume should be washed off by a non-Muhrim, if 
one is present. Dom wash it off yourself, so dial your hands 


will not mb against the perfume while washing it off. 
Rather pour water over the perfume without touching it. 

JINAAYAT WITH AN EXCUSE. 

RULE ONE;- 

II Dam becomes Waajib for any action which was 
performed with a reason, then:- 

a) Instead of Dam, one may keep three lasts, or give six 
poor ixjoplc, three saa' of wheal (i.e. half a saa' of wheat to 
each of six poor people), or to keep three fasts, and... 

b) instead of Sadaqah, one lias the option of either giving 
the SadaqaH or keeping one fast. 

RULE TWO:- 

The following are regarded as valid excuses: - 

a) all types of fever. 

b) severe cold. 

c) extreme heat. 

d) wounds, sores, boils and blisters, 

c) severe cold. 

1) severe headache of the whole or half the head, 
g) large quantity of lice on tire head. 

CAUTION 1 

1, As for the Dam for Jinayat the sacrificial animal lias to 
lie slaughtered within the sacred limits of the Haram. This 
is Waajib. As for Sadaqah it can lx: given to (lie poor or 
needy outside the limits of the Haram, 

2. The person who has committed the offence cannot cat the 
meat of the Dam. Also a person who cannot receive Zakaat, 
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3. Due to wealth many people arrogantly commit Jinayat 
intentionally stating dial they have tlie means to pay. This 
makes them sinners. 

Most likely placing all their ibadaat in jeopardy-perhaps 
they are accepted by Allaah, If anyone has done so then one 
must repent sincerely and make amends as well. 


SEXUAL RELATIONS ANI) UMRAH 
RULING 

1. By the act of looking at one's wife with desire or 
imagining about her results in ejaculation or wetness will 
cause no Dam etc. Ghusl will be Waajib. 

2. Touching or embracing with passion and intercourse is 
forbidden ( haraam ) until such lime that one is not out of 
Ihraam following the proper principles of SHARIAH. This 
is the case whether one lias the Thraam of Hajj or Umrah. 

3. Dam is waajib, Umrah will not 1» rendered invalid, 
Ejaculation or not makes no difference. 

4. If one had intercourse before starting the Tawaaf of 
Umrah or before completing the fourth round of the 
Tawaaf, then Umrah is also nullified and one goat is Waajib 
as Dam. In this case one lias to complete all the rites of 
Umrah and become "Halaal" ( i.e. out of Ihraam in the 
proper way ), then make the Qazaa of Umrah. If more tlian 
lour rounds were made, then the Umrah is not nullified but 
Otie goat is still Waajib. If one did so alter Tawaaf, Sa'ec 
and Haig, then nothing is Waajib. 

5. If a Muhrim touched, embraced or kissed a woman or a 


beardless youth with passion, then one Dam becomes 
'Waajib even if no ejaculation resulted, 
f>. It one. had a wet dream while in Iliraam, then nothing is 
Waajib, but ghusl is Fardh. II one's ihraam becomes soiled 
, then tlie impurity should lie washed off. 

7. If one performing Umrah had sex after Tawaaf and 
before Saco or after both Tawaaf and Saee but before 
shaving the head, then his Umrah will not be void but Dam 
is Waajib. One may have sex after Halq or Qasr Tor one Is 
released from Hiram by then.

IHRAM UPON IHRAM 


Some alter Tawaaaf and Saee of Umrah enter into another 
without Halq or Qasr. Whilst others shorten their hair 
inadequately which does not release them from lhrarn and 
enter into another Ihram. Thus in these cases the person 
has adorned a Ihram on another Ihram which is Haraam. If 
(his was clone then Dam becomes Waajib.

CROSSING THE MEEQA.T WITHOUT IHRAAM 
Rasulullaah (Sallallliu Alayhi Wasallam) has specified four 
such places which one is not allowed to pass without 
wearing the Ihraam, upon entering Makkah, These places 
are known as the Meeqat. They are far from Makkah 
Mukarramah. 

Besides these Mawaaqeet, around Makkah Mukarraamah, 
there are others at the boundaries of the Harani. These are 
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marked with signs. The 1 h iiindaries are different ill all 
directions. 

RULE ONE:- 

From Makkah Mukarramah, to Madinah Munawwarah, the 
boundary is at Tan'eem. initially this place was three miles 
from Makkah, but the population lias now grown to the 
1 round ary. 

RULE TWO:- 

Towar<ls Jeddah, the boundary is ten miles and from Taif, 
Iraq and Yemen, the boundary is about seven miles, and 
towards Jo'raanah, nine miles. 

The residents of the rest of the world outside these. 
Mawaaqcct, are called "Aaafaaqi".Tho area between die 
Mawaaqeet and die boundary of die Haram Is called the 
"Hil" and it's residents are called the "Hilli", or the"Ahle 
Hil". Those staying within the boundary of die Haram are 
called die "Ahle Haram". 

RULE THREE:- 

It is prohibited for anyone coming from die "Aafaaq" to 
Makkah and die boundaries of the Haram to enter these 
areas without Ihiaam. According to the SHARIAH, these 
people cannot pass die Mceqat widiout Iliraam. 


Those coming from Madinah Munawwarah. have Zul 
Hulaifah as the Mceqat ( which is also called "Bir 
Ali"or"Abrar Alt" ) 

Those coming from Riyaadli and Taaif, "Qam" is the 
Meeqat. Those coming from Taaif, adorn their Ihraam at" 


Wadi MuhranT.This place is die exact spot of the Meeqat 
or in line widi the Meeqat, 


Those coming by air from India or Pakistan pass this Taaif 
Meeqat or pass across it's line. 


It is essential lor those coming from "Aafaaq" , who wish 
to enter Makkah or it's boundaries, to adorn the Ihraam 
from Or before the Meeqat .it does not matter whether one ’ 
is coming in for Hajj or for any reason. If one is coming 
during the season of Hajj, then one should adorn die Ihraam 
for Hajj, otherwise adorn die Ihraam for Unirah, and first 
perform Umrah, dien proceed with whatever work one had 
come for. 

These restrictions of Ihraam are due to the sanctity, 
honour, dignity, respect and status of the Haram. 
Generally, one should tie die Ihraam before, or at die 
Meeqat. If one is unveiling by plane, then one must tie the 
Ihraam before the Meeqat - since one will not know 
exactly when one is crossing the Meeqat. 

RULE FOUR> 

Tliat person who crosses die Meeqat without adorning die 
Ihraam, Ls a sinner and should immediately return to die 
Meeqat and adorn die Ihraam, If one did not do so then one 
Dam becomes Waajih. There is no Dam if one returned and 
adorned the Ihraam, irrespective of whichever Meeqat lie 
returned to. 
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RULE FIVE:- 

lf a person crossed the Meeqat without lliraam and later 
adorned the Ihraam and before reaching Makkah 

Mukarramah, returned to the Meeqat and recited the 
Talbiyaah, then also Dam lapses. If one enters Makkah 
Mukarramah and returned before commencing the Tawaaf 
and recited the Talbiyaah, then also Dam lapses. 

RULE SIX:- 

II' one crosses the Meeqat without Ihraatn and does not 
return to die Meeqat, and performs Hajj or Umrah, llien 
Dam is Waajib, 

RULE SEVEN:- 

"Aafaaqi" is one who comes from outside the Meeqat.lf 
Such a person enters the Haratn of Makkah Mukarramah 
without lliraam, (hen it is Waajib upon that person to 
perform one Hajj or Umrah. 

If one enters numerous times without lliraam, then lor every 
time, Hajj or Umrah becomes Waajib. 

Since the opportunity for Hajj comes only once a year, and 
the technicalities of die laws make it difficult, the easier 
option is to make die intention of Qaaaa and make Umrah 
lor each time one entered the Harani or Makkah 
Mukarramah without Ihraatn. 

RULE EIGHT:* 

The Ahlc Hil can enter Makkah without lliraam. If any 
Aafaaqi crosses the Meeqat with no intention to enter the 
Hamm, but he lias some work within the Hil, then he will 
be classified as die Able Hil and for him as well there will 


lie no need to enter the Haratn with lliraam, and no penalty 
will be Waajib il lie does so without lliraam 
RULE NINE:- 

Thc one in the Hil will adorn bis Ihraatn within the Hil if 
be intends to make Umrah. He does not have to go out of 
die Hil to do so, The Ahlc Haratn will have to leave die 
boundary of die Haratn in order to adorn their Ihraam 
RULE TEN : - 

Tltat Aafaaqi who comes from outside Makkah and wishes 
to go to Madinah first, docs not have to adorn die lliraam 
even if he crosses the Meeqat. On coming for Umrah from 
Madinah, he will adorn his rhraam at Fiir Ali 
RULE BLEVEN;- 

Many people come from Aafaaqi with the sole intention 
of performing Hajj or Umrah and come to Jeddah without 
ihraam. For such a person Dam becomes Waajib. lliraam 
cannot Ixi adorned at Jeddah. It has to be adorned before 
diis. Even if one stays in Jeddah for one or two days Wore 
proceeding to Makkah, dien one should do so alter having 
adorned the lliraam before arriving at Jeddah.

THK EXTENT of the HAkAM. 

The whole of Makkah Mukarramah js the Haratn, and so is 
the outside in all four directions, the Ixiundaries of the 
Haram have been demarcated. The area other tlian the 
Harani is called tile Hil. The nearest INI is Tan'eem, where 
Masjid-e-Ayesha ( R.A.) is situated and where the people 
go to adorn the Ihraam. 
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DUAAS OF TAWAAF. 

Tawaaf is an Ibaadat in itself, and a great one. To be 
engaged in Zikr and duaa whilst making Tawaaf, increases 
the reward of the Tawaaf, To read the third Kalimah In 
Tawaaf is proven from the Uadith.

way that bodi palms lace it and the back of the palms are 
in front of you, then kiss the hands. 

When Tawaaf is completed, diet) make Isrilaam of the 
Hajjr-e-Aswad for die eighth time.

JOURNEY TO THE LAND OF AL- HAI1F.EB 
(Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam), 

After completing the Hajj Or Umnth, proceed to Madinall 
Munawwarah .The newly constructed road which is named 
Tanxqul-Hijrah" ( Road of Hijra at ), takes alxait four to 
five hours by bus or by ear, from Makkah to Madinall 
Munawwarah. On arriving at Madinah Munawwarah, keep 
your luggage at a safe place, go to die Masjid-c-Nabawi, 
and if it is not die Makrooh time for Salaat, go to the 
Rawdliatul-Jannah or wherever one gets place, ;md reeiui 
two lakaats Tahiyyaatul Masjid. 

Tlicrcafter, proceed to die pure Blessed grave of Hadlirai 
Aqdas (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallamj.With utmost respect and 
reverence, in a soft and humble tone, present Salaam. If 
there are no crowds and uric may stand with peace and 
tranquillity, then do so with endiusiasm for as long as one 
can, and present salaams with peace and solitude, 

If diere is a huge crowd and one cannot do so widi peace 
and tranquillity, then convey a brief Salaam, Later, 
whenever the opportunity arises, Uien present Salaams for 
a lengthier period. It is important to remember that while 
presenting Salaam, one should not inconvenience Other 
Muslims by pushing or pulling. Also do not put any other 
Muslim through any difficulty. NO SPECIFIC WORDS 
OF SALAAM ARE STIPULATED. Various people have 
written different salaams for this occasion. Some have 
written lengthy ones and others have written shorter ones.

During your stay in Madinah Munawwarah, it is good to go 
to Uhud, which is the name of a mountain. Rasulullaah 
(Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) said, "Uhud loves us ttnd we 
love it." ( AT-Targheeh Vol 2 pg 230.) 

In the third Hijri, there was a battle near Uhud. The 
polytheists ofMakkah Mukarramah, attacked the Muslims. 
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Rasulullaali (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) and the Sahaabah 
(Radhiallaahu-anhu) fought back and seventy Sahaabah 
(Radhiallaahu-anhu) were martyred at that time. 
Rasulullaah (Sallallhu Alayhi Wasallam) was also injured. 
Tlie enemies wounded him and his uncle Hadhrat Hamzah 
bin Abdul Mutallib (Radhiallaahu-anhu) , was martyred. 
The graves of those who were martyred are in one section 
of the graveyard, Walls iiave been constructed on all sides 
.The door is netted so that one can sec through, but always 
locked. 

Tlie graves ol Hadhrat Hamzah and Hadhrat Mus'ab bin 
Umair (Radhiallaahu-anhu) , can be seen from die Outside 
and are away from the door. Tlie graves of die other great 
personalities are near die walls. Wlien present here, make 
Salaam with the same words which are used for 
Jannahul-Baqec.
